Since the war began, he added, we 
had been compelled to curtail the im- 
port of things not essential to us in 
order to concentrate our dollar re- 
sources upon the purchase from the 
United States of those enormous 
masses of munitions and equipment 
which are necessary to carry on this 
struggle. 

“But do not Iet anyone suppose we 
want to use the measures that we 
have taken for any other purpose 
than ‘the prosecution of the war or 
that -we are indifferent to the losses 
which neutrals may thereby sustain.” 

LABOUR MOTION < 

The Labour resolution stressing the 
necessity of planning ‘to the best ad- 
vantage the resources of the nation 
for the successful prosecution of the 
war, and advocating the appointment 
of a Minister in the War Cabinet 
specially charged with this function, 


was moved by Mr. Herbert Morrison.

These principles were as follows: 

QQ) After his departure from 
Chungking, Wang would not set foot 
fa Shanghai, Hong Kong or Japanese 
“occupied” territory, but go to Italy. 

(2) The “peace” movement would 
be conducted on the principle that 
the National Government will assume 
full jeadership either in continuing 
the war or in negotlating peace. 

(3) Wang would refrain from or- 
ganising any new party for one year.

“ASAMA” INCIDENT

Tokyo, To-day. 

The text of the Japanese reply to 
the British Note of January 27 In con- 
nexion with the Asama Maru Incident 
was handed to the British Ambassa- 
dor, Slr Robert Craigie, yesterday by 
the Vice-Minister of Foreign Affaire.

Mr. Li Tse- ~fong ‘distributed 
the prizes at the Government 
Vernacular School for Boys 
this morning on the eve of 
break-up for the Chinese 


New Year holidays. 

Mr. Y. P.-Law, Mr. P. K. Kwok, 
Mr. Fung Ping-wah, Mr. Fung Ping- 
fan, Mr. Kwang Tse-ming and Dr. 
Au Tai-yuen were among those pre- 
sent, 

Mr. Li Tse-fong, in a brief speech, 
remarked that the school was unique 
in that its curriculum is balanced be- 
tween Chinese and English. What 
was more worthy of praise, he said, 
was that Chinese, the mother tongue 
of all the boys, was being employed 
as the medium of Instruction for 
practically all subjects in the lower 
classes. This coincided with the view 
he had -always held, that Chinese 
should be more commonly used for 
teaching in the lower. classes of an 
Anglo-Chinese School. 

HIGHLY ESSENTIAL 

This method of teaching would not 
only enable a student to make easy 
progress in learning his subjects but, 
at the same time, would lay a good 
foundation in his own language. It 
was highly essential for a Chinese 
student to have ease and correctness 
in the use of his own language, as 
one of his Important missions to-day 
was to bring his mother country into 
closer contact with Western learning 
and sciences. In order to achieve this 
end he must, first of all, have a clear 
and thorough perception of the Chin- 
ese language so as to be able to im- 
part his knowledge of Western learn- 
ing and sciences to his own country- 
men in his own language. 

He agreed with the Headmaster's 
remark that a youth could not be con- 
sidered properly educated ff his educa- 
tion fell short of a cultural and moral 
basis as the guiding principle in life. 
In the’ world we live to-day, it was 
only right that we should place our 


full faith in the final triumph of cul- 


ture and morality.

he had sold to a-man. By rare luck 
a bootblack picked up a cloak-room 
ticket in the street which proved to 
be the very one that had been issu- 
ed for the black trunk. 

The biggest clue came with the 
finding of a bu’ conductor who had 
helped a man to get an empty trunk 
off his bus at Rochester Road the 
day before it had been checked at 
Charing Cross. There was a row of 
business houses there. Scotland Yard 
men fairly swarmed through these 
buildings and they finally found a 
janitor who had seen a black trunk 
standing outside the real estate office 
of John Robinson. 

Sergeant Clarke searched the office 
minutely and amid the rubbish in a 
waste basket he found a discoloured 
match stick. Nothing could have 
seemed less important, But examined 
by a chemist at the yard it was proven 
that it was blood stained. 

In the meantime a linen duster had 
been found in the fatal trunk. When 
cleaned it showed the word “Grey- 
hound.” There was a hotel by that 
name in town. Inquiry proved that 
Robinson had once worked there as a 
bartender. Later a typist was located 
who had worked for Robinson. She

FOOTBALL

The player near the goal-post, rushes 
onto the ficld of play and deliberately fouls 
the on-coming centre-forward, inside the 
penalty arca. 

What is the docision? 

A goalkeeper is in possession of the ball, 
and an attacking forward legitimately 
charges him into the net, the ball being 
cleared before the goalkeeper crosses the 
goal-line, The opposing player also falls 
over the goal-line into the net, where he ts 
atruck by the goalkecper. What action 
should the Referee take, and how should the 
game be re-started? The ball was in mid- 
field when the incident occurred.
